Kloise 
lost

Sula last weekend 
But it began rapidly rebuild 
ing its strength as it moved 
over the warm Gulf waters late

Veterans Day Returned 


To November l l 


MONTEREY, Calif. 
(UPI) — Veterans Day will 
return to Nov. ll on the calendar of federal holidays, 
effective in 1978. 
It was shifted in 1968 to the fourth Monday in October, 
when Congress decided to increase the number of 
threeday holiday weekends. But public protest followed, 
and some state legislatures decided not to change their 
laws to conform with the change. 
President Ford signed legislation Sunday restoring 
observation of V eterans Day to the original date. 
“ ...It has become apparent that the commemoration 
of this day on Nov. ll is a m atter of historic and 
patriotic significance to a great number of our citizens," 
he said in a statem ent. 
Ford said a change back to the Nov. ll date “ will help 
preserve in the hearts and lives of all Americans the 
spirit of patriotism, 
the love of country and the 
willingness to serve and sacrifice for the common good 
symbolized by this very special day." 
The holiday, first known as Armistice Day, has been 
celebrated since the end of World War I to m ark the* 
1918 ceasefire between Germany and allied nations. 
Congress gave the date broader significance in 1954 by 
designating it as a time for tribute to veterans of all 
wars. 


Ford’s orders and plans were 
announced Sunday by Federal 
Energy Administrator 
Frank 
Zarb. whose agency oversees 
the tariff system 
Zarb said 
they would be presented today 
to a U S 
Appeals Court that 
earlier ruled the tariff illegal 
Ford is dropping immediately 
his bitterly opposed 60-cent per- 
barrel tariff on foreign 
pe­ 
troleum products such as fuel 
oil, Zarb said, with the cutoff 
retroactive to Sept I 
Some importers have delayed

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) — Fort Wayne, South Bend 
and Lafayette-West Lafayette are the best cities in 
Indiana to live. 
Those were the findings of the Midwest Research 
Institute here in a survey of "qualify of life" in 243 cites 
with more than 50,000 population. 
It took a year for economist Ben-Chieh Liu to 
complete the study by juggling 123 statistical factors 
based on information from the 1970 census. 
Indianapolis, the Hoosier capital, faired as well on an 
overall average of the factors, 
but it was called 
substandard in environmental quality. 
The 
Gary-Hammond-East 
Chicago 
area 
r a t e d 
adequate 
in all 
major categories, 
which included 
economic, political, environmental, health and education 
and social. 
Chicago, like Indianapolis, "flunked" on environment 
while the Louisville metropolitan area (which includes 
the 
Jeffersonville 
area 
of 
Indiana) 
was 
rated 
substandard in environment and health and education. 
The Cincinnati area, which includes part of Indiana and 
Kentucky, was rated poor in social aspects. 
Fort Wayne ranked ninth overall among 83 cities with 
populations ranging from 200,000 to 500,000, while South - 
Bend w as 13th. Both were considered "outstanding” 
with

rating 
a 
"good” 
for 
environment. South Bend scored "good" on environment 
and

Five other people were missing 
The driver, Jose Luis Meza Arias, was one of the nine 
survivors but his 14-year-old son Jorge Antonio was 
killed. 
A police spokesman said 
the accident happened 
Saturday when the steering on the 1956 model bus broke, 
throwing the vehicle uut of control. 
It plunged into the Alto Canal, part of the irrigation 
system in the Yaqui Valley one of Mexico’s most 
i - r tent grain growing regions and sank in 24 feet of 
water. 
Ciudad Obregon is 1,000 miles north of Mexico City 
and about 300 miles from the U.S. border.

Dear Sir: 
Since you published the map 
from my recent n ew sletter 
showing the railroad situation in 
this area, and since you m en­ 
tioned the concern of some Rush 
County residents about the 
status of the "solvent” lines 
serving Rushville. I would like 
to provide some additional 
explanation 
F irst, 
before 
a 
solvent 
railroad can abandon any line, it 
must file a petition with the 
In te rs ta te Com m erce C o m ­ 
mission, which will then hold a 
public hearings in the affected 
area. Neither the Norfolk and 
Western nor the BAO have filed 
an abandonment petition for the 
lines serving Rushville 
Second, the proposal to deal 
with the Penn Central and other 
bankrupt lines, however, en­ 
couraged the solvent carriers to 
list line segments which they 
might wish to abandon if they in 
turn acquired other segments of 
the bankrupt lines Both the N A 
W and the B A O listed the lines 
serving 
Rushville 
in 
this 
category. 
Third, since the loss of these 
lines would be a serious blow to 
Rushville, I contacted the U.S. 
Railway Association and the 
In te rs ta te Com m erce C o m ­ 
mission They informed me that 
the solvent carriers listed many 
more lines for potential aban ­ 
donm ent than are ac tu a lly 
expected to occur. The problem 
will only become immediate for 
Rushville if the carriers file 
abandonment petitions with the 
ICC, and the Rushville Chamber 
of Commerce is already alert to 
this 
possibility 
so 
that 
op­ 
position to abandonment can be 
organized at the proper time. 
Fourth, the Governor’s office 
has indicated an intention to 
provide a subsidy to reopen and 
keep in operation the 
Penn 
Central line from Carthage to 
Rushville 


Finally, I would like to point 
out a printing error in my map. 
The Indianapolis to Richmond 
line of the Penn Central was 
indicated as one of those to be 
included in the new ConRail 
system. In fact, only parts of it 
are included The segment from 
Charlottesville to Centerville is 
not included

Conduct Mass Funeral 
At Australian Mine 


BRISBANE. Australia (UPI) 
The Australian government 
sent in bulldozers today to seal 
a coal mine in which 13 men 
apparently died in an under­ 
ground explosion. 
Authorities 
in 
the eastern 
state of Queensland met with 
officials of the Thiess-Peabody- 
Mitsui Coal Co. Sunday night 
and decided to give up the 
search for the lost miners. 
Ronald Camm. Queensland's 
minister for mines, told report­ 
ers 
there 
was 
no 
hope 
of 
finding the trapped workers 
alive in the Kianga coal mine, 
465 miles northwest of Bris­ 
bane 
Camm said rescue workers 
gave up the search for the men 
after finding lethal quantities of 
carbon monoxide in air samples 
taken from the mine. 
Officials 
asked 
a 
dozen 
clergymen of all denominations 
to conduct a mass funeral in 
front of the mine before the 
bulldozers sealed up the entran­ 
ce Friends and relatives came 
from the nearby mining town of 
Moura. 


At 
the time of the blast 
Saturday afternoon, the victims 
were 600 feet below the surface 
and 
4.620 
feet 
from 
the 
entrance. The men had been 
called in to seal off a section 
after miners reported smelling 
smoke in the area. 
Ian 
Roberts, 
Queensland’s 
chief inspector of mines, said 
the poisonous 
air 
prevented 
searchers from entering. "The 
air would have to 
improve 
before rescue workers would be 
allowed down the mine," he 
said 
"The only way the 13 men 
could have survived was if the 
explosion had caused a cave in, 
isolating them from the poiso­ 
nous gases," he said. 
Workers 
from 
other 
coal 
mines at the Callide fields in 
eastern Australia traveled to 
the scene after the blast to help 
in the rescue operation. 
The Kianga explosion was the 
second coal mine disaster in 
Queensland in 
recent 
years. 
Seventeen miners died 
near 
Ipswich, 25 miles southwest of 
Brisbane, when an underground 


shaft collapsed three years ago. 
About 800 workers mine coal 
in the Kianga area, producing 
nearly 5 million tons annually. 
Thiess-Peabody-Mitsui exports 
some 4.5 million tons to Japan 
each year.

Political terrorism "will get 
worse before it gets better," he 
said, predicting that the publici­ 
ty given the SLA by the arrests 
will inspire both “crazies" and 
dedicated 
revolutionaries

renewed acts of violence. 
Younger 
cited 
Wendy 
Yo- 
shim ura, a rrested w ith M iss 
Hearst and Em ily and William 
Harris, as evidence of links 
between violent radical groups 
“The young woman arrested 
with 
Patty 
Hearst 
and 
the 
H arrises...she’s had obviously 
an identifiable relationship with 
the Weather Underground,’’ he 
said 
“So we see here visible proof 
of the fact that som e of these 


terrorist 
o rg a n iza tio n s can 
maintain a rather close liaison 
The u n p lea sa n t 
predictions 
we’ve m ade in the past to the 
effect that this problem is going 
to becom e m ore serious, I’m 
afraid are borne out by this 
identification ” 
The “W eather Underground’’ 
once known as “ W eatherman,” 
is a violent group that split off 
from 
the 
S tu d en ts 
for 
a 
Democratic Society. Its leader­ 
ship has been in hiding from 
the FBI since the late 1960s It 
has claim ed responsibility for a 
number of bom bings in Wa­ 
shington. California and else­ 
where as a gesture of solidarity 
with the SLA, including a blast

Angeles office last year 
Younger said he expected the 
arrests 
"to 
bring

crazies out of the woodwork," 
inspired by the fresh publicity. 
"Some of these are cranks,

them are terrorists who are.

Younger m ade his remarks at 
c e r e m o n ie s 
naturalizing

group of aliens as U.S. citizens,

"forced busing.” This has been 
particularly true at the White 
House Conference on Domestic 
Policy and more recently to the 
R epublican 
F ed eration 
of 
Women’s Convention in Dallas 
The President also appears to 
he getting more forceful in his 
opposition to busing while at 
the sam e time urging com pli­ 
ance with the law. 
He told the GGP women that 
"we have tried hard, we have 
written laws, we have appro­ 
priated money to accom plish 
quality education for the young 
in America 
In 1954 the courts 
of this country decided that one 
way 
in 
their 
estim ation 
to 
achieve that was court order 
forced busing 
"Now, regardless of how we 
individually may feel the law of 
the land must be upheld." 
But at the sam e tim e, Ford 
disclosed that he has held the 
view for more than lo years or 
more that there is a better way 
to achieve quality education in 
America than by forced busing 
"We can and we will find a 
better w ay,” he said. 
At a news conference in the 
Oval 
office 
Tuesday, 
Ford 
accused som e of the federal 
courts of ignoring a 1974 law he 
signed three days after he took 
office listing seven alternatives 
to busing 
At no time does Ford ever 
mention the word integration, 
even w hen he speaks of the 1954 
Supreme Court decision which 
said that 
segregated schools 
are not equal and are inferior. 
The President’s main focus is 
on achieving "quality educa­ 
tion.” This can be done, he 
said, under the new law by 
assigning students to schools 
closest to their hom es; perm it­ 
ting students to transfer from a 
school in which a m ajority of 
the students are of their race to 
one in which a minority are of 
their race; construction of news 
schools, and closing of inferior 
schools. 
Ford also is focusing on "big

Today, 
Mrs Willkie lives with these memories. 
Her husband was an astute attorney, business executive 
and politician. He was also a visionary who was able to 
forsee the future smallness of the world. His papers and 
letters are very valuable. Many universities have written 
asking that they be either given or loaned to their 
libraries. She has chosen however to give them to his 
alm a mater, Indiana University, and Chancellor Herman 
B. Wells arranged for them to be processed at the Lilly 
Library on the Bloomington Campus. There are alm ost 
half a million pieces of political memorabilia. 
Saundra Taylor, curator of the manuscripts, plans to 
have a small exhibit in November and another portion of 
the collection on display by the end of the year. The 
exhibit will include buttons, stickers, flags from the 
cam paign in 1940 and from the Wisconsin primary in 1944 
when he dropped out of the presidential race.

Society said Friday scientists 
from the Hellenic Institute of 
Marine Archeology located the 
wreck in the entrance to a 
forgotten harbor on a small 
islet near the Greek island of 
Hydra. 
Hellenic Institute archeolo- 
gists said preliminary exam ina­ 
tion of pottery recovered from 
the 
ship . indicates 
it 
sank 
somewhere between 2700 and 
2200 B C 
This would place it in the 
early Bronze Age, when the 
Greeks began to create artistic 
artifacts. 
Until now. the oldest known 
discovery was a 3,300-year old 
wreck off Cape Gelidonya on 
the southern coast of Turkey.

guerrillas, the government has 
cu rtailed civil rights and is 
cracking down on the press.

Madrid prisons held IO Catholic 
priests and the first nun jailed 
for political offenses since the 
Spanish civil war.

Negro said police have been 
banning cultural, artisitc and 
political events at the rate of 
one every two days. 
These policies signal the end 
of a period of relative tolerance 
which Prim e Minister Carlos 
Arias Navarro inaugurated I 12

promising a measure of politi­ 
cal 
reform. 
The “apertura” 
(opening), as Spaniards call it. 
reached 
its 
height 
during 
Franco’s two-month illness last 
year. 
But now' “ the a p e rtu ra is 
dead,” according to Ricardo de 
la Cierva, who resigned from 
his government post of director- 
general of culture at the first 
signs that 
the opening was 
beginning to close. 
The hardening of the line is 
officially described as a reac­ 
tion to the activities of the 
terrorists who have slain nearly 
a dozen policemen this year, 
most of them in the politically

scene of frequent bombings, 
kidnapings and gunfights be­ 
tween police and separatists.

set the stage for coronary heart 
disease. 
A risk factor is not a cause — 
it is a condition associated with 
a person’s chances of contract­ 
ing a given disease. 
For example, tuberculosis is 
caused by the tubercle bacillus. 
a ‘‘germ.’’ But poverty and m al­ 
nutrition increase the chance of 
the disease gaining a foothold, 
and are called risk factors. 
For coronary heart disease, 
the list of risk factors is long. 
Besides overweight, it includes 
genetic background (your physi­ 
cal heritage), sex (men are more 
liable), high levels of choles­ 
terol and/or triglycerides in the 
blood, emotional stress, insuf­ 
ficient physical activity, exces­ 
sive 
cigarette 
smoking, 
high 
blood pressure and diabetes. 
We cannot change some of 
these factors, such as genetic 
makeup, sex and the affliction 
of diabetes. Other aspects are 
under our conscious control, and 
we can and should do something 
about them. 
This may mean change for 
you. and change is always chal­ 
lenging. 
Yet, 
reshaping 
your 
lifestyle may be as important 
as not walking into moving traf­ 
fic — it’s a way to help prolong 
your life. 
Some guidelines can help to 
reduce risk factors: 


1. Shape up. Attain a weight 
your doctor approves of and 
stay there. See saw off-again- 
on again dieting can be more 
harmful than no dieting at all.

Your doctor can make choles­ 
terol and triglyceride tests as 
part of your annual physical. 


3. Avoid stress when 
pos­

it easy. Limit overtime 
work and be sure recreation is 
restful 
and 
enjoyable. 
Pace 
yourself. 
4. Get enough exercise. Talk 
to your doctor about exercise 
suited to your age and physical 
condition. 
5. Reduce or cut out smoking. 
Sometimes difficult, but essen­ 
tial. 
6. Seek your doctor's advice 
in guarding against high blood 
pressure.

Ag-Related Careers 
More Women Making Mark 
In Food Grading Business 


How’d you like to have a job 
that involves getting up at 4 
o ’clock on Saturday m o rnings 
to check over a slab of beef in 
an icy cold meat packing plant? 
I t ’s the kind of job that m ight 
not appeal to every Tom , Dick, 
o r Harry—but i f s one that 
Mary Gagner finds rew arding. 
She grades beef in the Chicago 
area for the U.S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, and—besides those 
early Saturday m orning stints 
—her work som etim es keeps 
h er on the job up to 15 h o u rs 
a day. 
Mary is just one of a grow ­ 
ing number of women w ho are 
going into jobs related to ag ri­ 
culture. 
Sharron Ray, a fo rm er teach 
e r who once graded stu d e n ts 
on their gymnastic ability, now 
evaluates fresh fruits an d vege­ 
tables in Washington S tate on 
their color, firmness, an d taste. 
In Milford, Ind., C harlene 
M ahler is in charge of grading 
ducks at a plant that processes 
som e 12,000 to 16,000 b ird s a 
day. 
In Winter Haven, Fla., Anne 
P i n n e r u s e s s o p h i s t i c a t e d 
e q u i p m e n t to t e s t o r a n g e 
juice samples. She also runs 
the regional USDA lab's taste 
panel which checks c o n su m e r 
preferences for orange juice. 
Housewives come fro m as far 
as IOO miles away to taste juice 
fro m both com m ercial an d ex­ 
perim ental production. 
And in Houston. Tex., R ose­ 
m ary Pollingue has the d istin c­ 
tion of being the only w o m an 
rice grader in the country. 
While men still p red o m in ate 
the food-grading field, USDA 
opened its doors to the d istaff 


side long before w o m en 's lib. 
In 1938 it hired Mrs. Elm ore 
T. Greeley to grade can n ed and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. 
Before retiring in 1971, she had 
worked her way up to head of 
grade standards in this division. 
Women food g rad ers — and 
their male co u n terp arts — per 
form an im portant function in 
the nation s food m a rk etin g sys­ 
tem. Together they certify the 
quality of over half th e beef, 
poultry, eggs, butter, fresh and 
frozen fruits and 
vegetables 
sold in this country. 


And the grades they give be­ 
come a basis for pricing the 
product throughout the m a r­ 
keting chain. 
USDA food grading services 
—available by request on a 
cost fee basis 
are widely used 
by growers, processors, retail 
ers, and institutional buyers as 
an aid in quality control, buy­ 
ing, and selling. 
For consum ers, the grade lets 
them know th ey ’re buying a 
food whose quality has been 
c h e c k e d a n d c e r t i f i e d by 
experts.
